I also considered an FT-100 and the 706 Mk11G. In the end, I went for the 
Icom as I managed to get a nearly new one in exchange for one of my other 
radios - I got a great deal on it. I find it is easier to use than the 
Ft-100 (but that's obviously a personal thing), and the performance is 
excellent for an all-band rig. More importantly, it's now ‘third generation' 
technology, so the various problems with earlier versions (such as low audio 
input from the mic) have been rectified. The 706 Mk11G has a good reputation 
for reliability - not so the FT-100. That said, the 706 is by no means 
perfect. I notice several bands where broadcast images are prevalent (more 
of a problem in the UK and Europe than in the US). Also, the T/R switching 
relay is quite noisy, so using the rig on full break-in for CW is less than 
satisfactory. I use semi-break-in, and that works fine for me. For what it's 
worth, the 706 makes a fine base-station QRP rig too - I have a lot of fun 
running mine at 4 or 5 watts, though the high current requirements even at 
low power mean that it's not much use for portable work. 


If you decide on the 706 Mk11G, I think you'll be very pleased with it, 
though I'm sure there are plenty of FT-100 owners who will say exactly the 
same thing about the Yaesu.

Mike - The pole you are thinking of is fiberglass, 30 ft. high, and 
available from Kanga USA. The cost is $100 or so. There is also a loop 
antenna that is sold for this pole, but a inverted vee supported from the 
center will probably work better. Most people who use these give them good 
reports, although some have had problems with them collapsing in strong 
wind. That is an easy problem to £1ix, just push up the antenna again. 


The SD-20 20 ft telescoping fiberglass pole is widely used. It is ideal for 
supporting vertical wires, but it is a bit "whippy" to support inverted vees 
unless they are very light and fed with light feed line. Some have gotten 
over this problem by using the second from top section to support the 
antenna, and this works well. That pole can be obtained from most sporting 
goods stores in areas where sunfish abound (not New Mexico). Cabellas sells 
them by mail order, as do the Bass Pro Shops. 


For "portable" use (read transport by car) there are several other options. 


IT use a 17.5 ft telescoping pole made from aluminum/fiberglass originally 
intended to be used with paint rollers. These are available at Home 
Depot/Lowes type stores. They occasionally have 24.5 ft models. I checked 
one and thought it was a bit floppy, but after using the shorter one I think 
the longer one would be OK. I will probably buy one the next time pay day is 
the day before a field event. I extend mine 3 £t with threaded wooden rods 
also intended to be used with paint rollers. These poles are not expensive, 
I think I paid about $25 for the 17.5 ft one, and the 24.5 £t ones are about 
$35. 


There are other "extension arms" sold in home supply places for changing 
light bulbs and dusting those high nooks and crannies. These are usually 
made form lightweight aluminum and are a bit shorter than the poles 
described above. They should be OK for inverted vee support use. 


For transport by car, TV masts in 5 and 10 ft lengths are available from 
Radio Shack. These stack and 20 to 30 ft can be erected by one person. The 
top rails for chain link fences can be used in a like manner and are 
available in 10 ft and (sometimes) in 20 ft lengths. 


I fashioned a base for my portable masts. I use a piece of 2 x 4, whose 
length is about a foot, but was determined by my builder, not me. I screwed 
a floor flange to this and then screwed an 8 inch nipple to the floor 
flange. The mast fits in the nipple. Tom, WB5QYT, has a similar setup except 
that his nipple is smaller and the mast fits over it. You can make the wood 
base a bit wider and longer, mount the floor flange on one end and drive the 


car over it for really good support of large antennas. Tom supports a 
rotatable traped dipole for 20 M - 10 M at 20 feet this way with no guys. 


I also carry some clamps to attach the mast to picnic shelters, guardrail 
posts, sign posts, barbecue grills, and chain link fences. Usually the clamp 
and base are all that is needed for good support. I used guys the first 
couple of times, but have since not used them. The low Chain link fences are 
really good supports for antenna masts. I carry nylon monofilament to tie 
the ends of the antennas to convenient supports. 


I use C clamps to secure the masts, but am thinking of going to those 
trigger operated slide clamps for wood working whatever they are called. 
That would save time. 


I also built a support from a 2 x 4 and TV mast clamp (the kind that looks 
like an angle with a U-bolt) to help me attach the mast to objects, but 
lately I have just been using the clamp and that works OK. 


My antenna is parallel dipoles for 40 M, 20 M, and 10 M. I work 15 M on the 
3rd resonance of the 40 M antenna. The center insulator is a coax choke 
balun constructed from a 16 oz soda bottle stuck over the end of one of the 
threaded wooden rods used to extend the mast. 


For portable work, location is the key. I try to find picnic areas or rest 
areas that are elevated from surrounding terrain, yet offer some table and 
shelter from which to operate. 


I hope that this helps.

Numbers are not being used for a couple of reasons. As you will recall from 
last winter, only QSO's with QRP-L members were counted, and the number was 
supposedly proof of membership. There were problems with people who didn't 
have or know their number, or didn't know how to get one, or didn't know what 
the number was and sent a serial number, QRP ARCI number, etc. 

We've reverted to allowing QSO's with anyone, so the number is less important. 


But more to the point, we want to be able to recognize QRPp operation, and the 
only practical way to do that is to have everybody report power. There was a 
suggestion at one point that QRPp hounds who are members should report their 
number AND their power, but having an extra "data field" in *xsomex exchanges 
would be problematic in tracking the results
